SCHOOL  HISTORY 

Our  Alma  Mater  opened  her  doors  for  the  first  time  to  a  limited  number 
of  fifteen  girls  in  October,  1907  in  Lincolnton,  N.  C.  However,  not  for  long  was 
the  registration  to  be  so  small,  every  year  the  number  was  steadily  increased  and 
soon  it  became  necessary  to  have  larger  buildings. 

In  October,  1914,  Fassifern  moved  to  Hendersonville,  its  present  site.  Dur- 
ing its  first  year  there  sixty  pupils  were  enrolled,  McBee  Hall,  has  been  erected, 
and  a  cottage  rented  for  the  teachers. 

As  th  enrollment  of  Fassifern  has  been  growing  steadily,  a  broader  field  of 
work  has  become  necessary,  so  in  1915  the  Spanish  Department  took  its  place  in 
our  regular  curriculum.  The  following  year,  a  course  in  home  economics  was  in- 
stalled, and  in  1918  the  business  course  was  begun.  In  the  same  year,  the  Art 
Departmen  was  thrown  open  to  the  entire  student  body,  whereas  heretofore  only 
those  taking  a  special  course  in  art  received  th  advantages  of  this  department.

In  May  we  leave  our  dear  Alma  Mater  having  spent  many  happy  days  within 
her  walls.  We  have  much  for  which  to  thank  our  principal  and  teachers,  for  the 
help  they  have  so  kindly  given  us  during  the  past  years.  Let  these"  be  our  parting 
words  "Fassifern  Forever."

Athletics,  during  this  term  of  1919-20,  have  taken  no  small  part  in  the  life  of  the  school. 
The  high  standard,  which  has  been  attained  by  all,  from  the  Seniors  to  the  Sub-Freshmen. 

Basketball,  which  is  to  the  heart  of  a  girl  what  foot-ball  is  to  that  of  a  boy,  has  beeii 
played  according  to  the  "Pocket  System,"  with  great  success.  The  team,  this  season,  has  been 
marked  by  its  smoothness  of  action  and  team-work,  due  to  good  training  and  system,  and  on 
the  24th  of  October,  when  in  the  game  with  Waynesville  High  School,  the  crucial  test  of  the 
team's  ability  came,  it  was  not  found  lacking.
